If Judges hero 
hod the authority they have In En- 
gland thcrp would bo more convictions. 
The trouble Is that Juries prefer to ac- 
quit If any plausible reason for doing 
so con be found.

who take human life so recklessly In 
personal or Industrial cpiarrels se-em 
to be beset by the notion that ths 
state ought not to take tho life of a 
man or keep him in prison till ho dies 
because he ha* murdered somebody. 
The citizens of a state, when ashamed 
of the murder record It has made, will 
provide a better police system for the 
prevention of crime and apprehension 
of criminals. 
They will revise and 


strengthen their weak and lax crlml' 
nal jurisprudence. When drawn as Ju- 
rors they will have fower maudlin 
scruples about finding men guilty of 
murder.

Contrary to Supposition They Wer« 


Often Smaller than Jumbo. 


The Hue specimen of tlio tusks and 


palate of an imperial mammoth baa 
recently boon acquired, by tho Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History, New 
York. The specimen was discovered 
in the sands of western Texas, and tho 
tusks are little short of the largest 
yet described among either living or 
fossil members of the elephant fam- 
ily. 
So far ns preserved, the tusks 


measure 13 feet G inches from the base 
to the tips, and there Is at least a 
foot broken away from the end, mak- 
ing a total estimated length of 14 
feet 0 Inches. 


The height of this mammoth must 


have been at least fourteen feet, or 
about two feet' bigher than that of 
the famous African elephant Jumbo, 
the skeleton of which Is in the same 
museum. Very few mammoths reach- 
ed this also and the majority were 
decidedly smaller than Jumbo. 'Several 
more or less entire carcasses ef raata- 
motlas linve been discovered, ;iu 
Si- 


beria', ana one was so well preserved 
that it> has been stuffed and> mounted 
like & modern quadrupedal!) the ,1m-

When the' German Ocean was. ' dr|' 
land, and Great Britain part of a pen- 
insula, the miftnrnoth lived in Eng- 
land, and Its fossil remains are not 
only found on the jand, but are rep- 
resented by hundreds 
of mammoth 


teeth dredged from the depths of the 
North Sea by trawlers. The American 
mastodon was a relative of the mam- 
moth, but differed from it in being 
more massive and somewhat lower. 
No entire remains of a mastodon have 
been discovered, but from those avail- 
able It is possible to obtain a good 
Idea of what the nnlmal was like in 
life.—Leisure Hour.

lish ease * and 
grace 
of motion. 


Among such exorcises aro swaying, 
balancing, turning with weight well 
poised on tho balls of

To Captain Budlong and his 
men she was toe most conspicuous per- 
sonage at the mouth of the Columbia. 
The fishermen so accustomed to the ex- 
citement of rher life, the act of the girl 
in saving the boatload of soldiers waa 
not looked upon as a much out of the 
ordinary, though they all. recognized 
in Sankala a remarkable young woman.

plants whose leaves 
rotntiin 
green 


throughout the winter be planted in 
California. 
Such trees tiro the best 


evidence of California's climate and 
attract and impress visitors from the 
frozen East. The committee's letter 
is as follows: 


This committee urges you to kindly 


use yonr efforts for the planting of 
non-deciduous trees and 
plants for 


ornamental 
and shade purposes in 


preference to deciduous trees. 
There 


Is nothing which so pleases and im- 
presses the visitor from the frozen 
East as to find everything green 
in 


California, and the leaves growing up- 
on the trees in winter time. Trees 
like maples and elms, while highly 
ornamental, look particularly dreary 
and out of place in California in the 
winter time, 
when all their leaves 


are green. Leafless trees almost give 
our eastern guest a wrong conception 
of the climate of the State. 
In bis 


mind leafless trees arc associated with 
winter. There is a vast area in Cali- 
fornia whore non-decidnoua trees and 
:>lants can be grown with success, and 
•egiona possessing the requirements 
'or those should make the most of 
their advantages. What can be more 
pleasant to the eastern visitor than 
o come into 
a California city in 


winter and find the trees bordering 
the avenues all in groen foliage, while 
the lawns of the residences show great 
ornamental palms? 
Poppers 
are a 


roe well liked by many. 
Such a prospect is worth thousands 


of dollars to the city. 


In general the zone area adapted 


;o the growth of such trues in Cali- 
ornia extends from San Diego coun- 
ty on the south to the base of Mt. 
Shasta on the north, distance of al- 
most 700 miles and varies from 70 to 
60 to 300 miles in width. 


This zone has been termed by the 


tveather bureau "California's orange 
rowing thermal belt;" 
its 
mean 


annual temperature is between (>0 arid' 
0 degrees. This orange-growing ther- 
mal belt 
is illustrative of a fact 


which few eastern people know; e. g., 
that the climate of California, as far 
aa regards heat aud cold, ia deter- 
mined by altitudes and by the dis- 
tance east and west instead of the 
distance north and south, 
which is 


generally the case in 
the 
eastern 


states.
